A HORRIBLE CRIME, 


A YOUNG GIRL COMMITS SUICIDE BECAUSE 
SHE HAD BEEN ASSAULTED—THE 48 
SAILANT IN JAIL. 

Osnxkosk, Wis., Sept. 28.-~[Special. J—Jobn 
Kerwin, who committed a dastardly outrage on 
Miss Christine La Grange last Friday night 
while coming from a dance at Brooks’ Corners, 
just this side of Neenah, is held in jail here in 
default of $6,000. The feeling in Neenah is so 
great against the accused that it was decided 
to bring him here, as be would have been 
lynched today if in Neenah. The brothers of 


the outraged girl have sworn to shoot 


Kerwin on sight. The feeling bemg 80 
strong against Kerwin, his preliminary 
examination was held here this afternoon and 
Justice Stowe of Neenah, who issued the war- 
rant for his arrest and to whom it was return- 
able, came here and held the examination. C. 
W. Felker of this city is retained to defend the 


accused. 

Miss La Grange committed suicide Saturday 
morning early by taking rat poison, and 
before she died confessed the terribie out- 
rage to her brocher, who took steps to counter- 
act the poison, but it was too late and she died 
in great agony. After her death the following 
letter to he? brother was found: 

Dear Gene; When you read this I—poor I—will 
be—Heaven only knows where! But always 
remember itis not my fault. I always said I 
would not be like some girls, and I never could be, 
but Johnnie, O Heavens, what a brute! Just let 
him go; don’t say anything to him. This will 
learn him something, if anything will, and do try 
and make pa believe this. Gene., Iam ruined. 0. 
Brooks’ Hall is an awful place; kee» away. It has 
been my ruin. Johnny pulled me from the buggy 
in the most heartiess manner. 1 screamed and 
fought but to no purpose. O,cHeavens! good-by. 
I hate to say it, but it must be said. 

An examination. by Neenah physicians 
showed the person of the girl to be badly 
bruised and proved that she had been out- 
raged. The deceased was 19 yearsof age and 
prepossessing in appearance, and Kerwin had 
kept company with hersome time. The Kerwin 
family is one of the oldest and most respected 
and the brother of 
the accused is one of the leading lawyers of 
Neenah. The accused is 21, and nas had here- 
tofore an excellent reputation. Miss La 
Grange committed suicide on count of the 
outrage she suffered, and the feeling bas grown 
so strong that i. is decided to keep Kerwin 
here in jail where no fears of trouble are en- 
tertained. Kerwin is unable to get bail, and, 
if found guilty, the extreme penalty is thirty 
years’ confinemént in the State’s prison. 


A LARGE AEROLITE. 


IT FALLS NEAR CANONSBURG, PA.. AND 
FRIGHTENS PEOPLE FOR MILES AROUND 
PiTTsBuRG, Pa., Sept. 28.—The series of ex- 

plosions Saturday afternoon which was sup- 

posed to have been caused by a shock ot earth- 
quake is now thought to have been the ex- 
plosion of a meteor. Inquiries have been sent 


to the city from points from thirty to forty 


miles distant asking the cause of the explo 
sions. There were five or six detonations in 
rapid succession, and the course of the sound 
was from the northwest to the southwest. At 
Mansfield, about five miles distant, the greatest 
consternation was caused, particularly among 
the miners at work in the coal-pits in that dis- 
trict. Thus far the place where the meteor fell 
has not been discovered.

CHOLERA AND SMALL-POX STATISTICS. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 28.—The mortality 
for the week ending last night in this city and 
adjoining municipalities was about 300. 

A gentieman on the citizens’ committee to- 
day claimed that there were at least 4,000 cases 
of small-pox in the city. The opening of the 
Theatre Royal has been indefinitly postponed 
on account of the small-pox epidemic. The 


health officials are encountering the most de- 


termined opposition in their work of placard- 
ing, especially in the east end of the city, and 
several arrests have been made. 

The Health-Office returns show forty-eight 
deaths from small-pox in this city yesterday, 
three in St. Henri, two in St. Cunegonde, and 
three in Cote St. Louis. 

Wasaincron, D. C., Sept. 28.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has issued the following 
circular to customs officers in regard to the 
prevention of small-pox: 

Inspectors and other officers of the customs on 
the Canadian frontier will aid the sanitary in- 
spectors of the marine hospital service and sim- 
Uar inspectors under State authority as far as 
practicable without interference with their reg- 
ular duties, and will furnish them with such facili- 
ties of examining baggage as possible. 

Dvu.uTsH, Minn., Sept. 28.—Ths members of 
the State of Board of Health visited this city 
yesterday to take precautionary measures 
against the introduction of smallpox by ves- 
sels arriving from Canadian ports. Ali lum- 
bermen intending to work in the piner- 
ies this winter must be vaccinated before go- 
ing into the woods. The bealth officers do not 
apprehend any danger from cholera this sea- 
son. 

PALERMO, Sept. 28.— Thore have been re- 
ported in this city today 162 new cases and 
ninety-four deaths from cholera. 

The statement that King Humbert would 
visit Palermo is incorrect, as he has abandoned 
that intention. He donated $25,000 toward re- 
lieving the cholera sufferers of Palermo. His 
generosity has aroused universal feelings of 
enthusiasm and gratitude among the Sicilians. 

Paris, Sept. 28.—Reports received today 
from various parts of the Alps-Maritimes, the 
southeasternmost department of France, show 
that cholera is spreading throughout the dis- 
trict. 

MADRID, Sept. 28.—Throughout Spain today 
729 new cases of cholera and 328 deaths have 
been reported. 

Wasninoron, D. C., Sept. 28.—A report 
lately received from the United States Consul 
at Marseilles states that while the number of 
deaths from cholera has steadily decreased at 
Marseilles and Toulon since Aug. 26 last, it 
has been increasing in the district around 
those cities. In aimost every case the first 
outbreak of cholera in these smaller cities can 
be traced to some actof imprudence on the part 
of those attacked. Most often the infection 
has been conveyed in clothing or textile ma-

Dr. White stepped to the front 
of the store and taking deliberate aim with a 
double-barreled gun shot at Ward, who: fell. 
This was his firet intimation of White’s pres- 
ence. After firing White retreated into the 
store, but stepped out again and fired the 
other barrel. After receiving the first shot 
Ward fell on his left side, then slowiy raised 
himself upon his lett elbow and with his 
right-hand pulled out his revolver from 
his coat pocket and fired at 
Graham White, thinking be had shot him. 
Then Graham White and Campbell commenced 
firing with pistols on the prostrate man. 
Twelve shots were fired. Dr. White’ 8 gun was 
loaded with buckshot. Two of Ward’s bulicts 
grazed the tree behind which Graham White 
stood. Ward's most serious wounds are four 
shots, two in his thigh, one in the abdomen, 
and one in the scrotum. When the firing 
ended the assailants surrendered themselves. 
When removed Ward said, Lay me down; I 
am in fearful pain. 1 didn’t think 
Dr. White, the — coward, 
would have attempted to assasinate 
me. He is in a critical condition. A big po- 
litical meeting is going on in Abingdon today, 
and the excitement is intense. 

White and his relations have been bailed in 
the sum of $7,000.

[Mr. Oppermann, one of the firm, who manages 
the Chicago branch at Room 7, No. 80 Market 
street, when seen by a TRIBUNE reporter yester- 
day morning said that he had had no information 
of the failure. He believed the London firm to be 
perfectly sotvent and knew that six months ago it 
could pay $10 for every $1 of indebtedness. The 

concern was a mere branch established by 
about twelve months ago and he could pay 
100 cents to the dollar. He knew nothing about 
the firm’s London Hvbilities. Mr. Oppermann was 
excessively reticent as to having received any news 
whatever about the failure, but on being pressed 
admitted that he had seen the Associated Press 
dispatch, of which he had a copy in his pocket, 
The whole matter was u total surprise to bim. 
Bradstreet’s June report advised cash transactions 
with the Chicago house except when it made a sat- 
isfactory showing. The firm’s representative said 
they paid spot cash and asked no favors. The re- 
port said that the standing of the London use 
was unknown here, and the agency had h no 
positive knowledge concerning its connection with 
the Chicago branch. } 


CONSPIRACY AGAINST A PROMINENT FIRM. 

Bosrox, Mass., Sept. 28.—Saturday attach- 
ments to the amount of $90,000 were granted 
by Judges Barrett and Donohue of New York 
against Jordan, Marsh & Co. of this city, in be- 
haif of certain New York cloak manufacturers, 
and it is said that other attachments of the 
same sort are to be piaced. Mr. Jordan says 
in relation to this that the claims made by 
these parties amount to between $175,000 and 
$200,000, and that they propose to contest them, 
and if the court decides against the firm the 
claims will be paid. Mr. Jordan think the af- 
fair is a conspiracy against them, concocted 
through the medium of one of their employés. 

B. F. Brooks, counsel for Jordan, Marsh & 
Co., said this morning: “The ground con 
which my clients refuse to pay these claims is 
that of fraud and conspiracy to cheat. These 
goods have never been bought or received by 
Jordan, Marsh & Co. The alleged ciaims are 
of remote dates, and there is no record of 
them whatsoever. It is acaseof fraud and 
will be treated as such.“ The counsel said, 
also, that the parties who brought these suite 
were already trym to settle privately. It 
could not be learned that any more attach- 
ments had been placed today. 


THE CLEVELAND ROLLING-MILLS TROUBLE 
—THE USE OF DYNAMITE FEARED. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 28.—At 7 o'clock this 
morning the plate and rod departments of the 
Cleveland Rolling-Mills started up, with the 
strikers on hand. Other departments will start 
up Wednesday. In the wire-mill all floors were 
working, but no Poles or Bobemians were al- 
lowed inside the mill, and they are wild with 
anger. Shortly before noon it was rumored 
that a raid would be made on the wire- mill. It 
is known that the strikers are in possession of 
considerable dynamite, and a feeling of terror 
prevails in the vicinity of the mill. A large 
force of police is on duty at the mille, and de- 
talls are held in readiness to march to the 
Eighteenth Ward at any minute. 


THE CHINAMAN’S LOT NOT A HAPPY ONE. 

SSaTTLE, Wyo., Sept. 28.—At midnight last 
night a camp of Chinaman at the Newcastle 

coal-mines was visited by a masked mob. A 
white man who was doing guard duty was com- 
pelled to surrender his arms, and, after some 
parley, the visitors agreed to give the China- 
men twenty-four bours to leave the camp, 

threatening to riddle with bullets all found at 
the end of that time. A special train has just 
started for Newcastle to bring the Chinamen 
down to this city. 

Bismarkon, Dak., Sept. 28.— Speelal. News 
comes from Butte, Mon., to the effect that the 
Chinamen are arming themselves to resist the 
attempt of the Knights of Labor to drive them 
from the place. The Chinamen keep watch- 
men on their quarters at night and are war- 
like in theirmovements. The citizensof Butte 
are determined they must leave by Oct 1, and 
a good many merchants bave dismissed them 
and put white men in their places. A conflict 
is expected daily. 


IRON-MOLDERS STRIKBE. 

RocHuEsTER, N. T., Sept. 28.— All the molders 
employed in the codperative foundry here went 
out this morning. The molders of this city 
have but lately resumed work, after a long and 
costiy strike, which was settled by a board of 
arbitration. Two non-union men were allowed 
to remain in the foundry after the settlement, 
and Saturday night they were assaulted in 
front of the works by some union men and 
roughly bandied. Two of the men prominent 
in the affray were discharged by the company 
this morning, when ail the men in the shop 
dropped their tools and went out. The men 
engaged in the fight claim they were only try- 
ing to disarm one of the non-unionists who 
was flourishing a loaded revolver. 


A DEFAULTING BANK TREASURER SUICIDES. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 28.—[Special.]~A few 
weeks ago a sensation was created in the 
neighboring town of Framingham by the com- 
pulsory resignation of Coleman S. Adams, who 
for a long time had been Treasurer of the say- 
ings bank. Mr. Adams was held in the highest 
estimation by the people of that village and 
surrounding country. He had been trusted 
implicitly for years, and the depositors were 
unwilling to believe that he was guilty of 
wrongdoing. The first charge against him 
was simply irregular financial manage- 
ment, but the books were in such 
condition that Adams must resign pend- 
ing an investigation. A few days later, while 
the Bank Commissioner was overhauling the 
affairs of the institution, Mr. Adams suddenly 
took bis life in the bank. The people of the 
town did not even then lose faith in his recfi- 
tude, but said Adams was highly sensitive, and 
that his nerves had received a shock by even a 
question as to his rectitude, and Commissioner 
Gatobell was censured for his hasty course. 
Meanwhile the investigation was continued, 
and a feeling of security pervaded the deposit- 
ors, Today a bombsbell was dropped 
in their midst. Investigation had pro- 
gressed sufficiently to show that Mr. 
Adrms was a defaulter to the extent of 
$228,000. This afternoon an application was 
made by the bank examiners to the Supreme 
Court foran injunction -to restrain the bank 
from further carrying on business until ‘its 
exact condition is ascertained, and the matter 
will be brought to the attention of Judge 
Charles Allen in the equity session Tuesday 
mornmg. The injunction was asked for on 
the statement that a deficit of $224,000 was 
found in the deposit account, which comes 
from the deposits being that much in excess of 
what Treasurer Adams stated the day the 
examination was called for. That deficit was 
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not obtainable.

Hvron, Dak., Sept. 28.— [Special.] —The 
work of the Constitutional Convention, which 
adjourned at Sioux Falls Friday last, has given 
a powerful impetus to the Statehood move- 
ment. Ine Constitution as framed meets with 
general approval, and the wise, harmonious, 
and determined deliberations of the conven- 
tion bave inspired the citizens of South Da- 
kota, who were somewhat despondent over the 
repeated failures of their efforts to gain admis- 
sion to the Union, with new and vigorous hope. 
Widespread interest has been awakened, and 
this interest promises to grow into enthusiasm 
during the campaign period which is about to 
begin. Representative citizens from various 
portions of Dakota, who are here for the pur- 
pose of attending the Territorial Fair, testify 
that the new life which has been imparted 
to the cause of local self-government is exert- 
ing its influence throughout all sections of the 
proposed State. The prominence given by 
Eastern newspapers, and especially by Tux 
CuicaGo TRIBUNE, to the Dakota question is a 
source of great gratificahon to the people of 


Dakota. They desire first of all, of course, ad-/ 


mission at the hands of Congress at the coming 
session, but if the outrageous refusal to grant 
the 300,000 peopie of South Dakota the enjoy- 
ment of their just rights is made by a Demo- 
cratic House of Representatives, these disen- 
franchised people hope that the Republican 
press of the States will then instruct the voters 
as to the true situation of affairs out here 
and build up such a public sentiment in 
the Nation as will result in forcing Congress- 
men from close districts to do Dakota justice 
or elee suffer defeat. Itis believed that when 


the time comes for electing the next Congress, 
if Dakota is not admitted, then the Dakota 
question can be made so potent an issue as to 
materially aid in the election of a Republican 
majority. If Dakota Republicans could have 
their way they would have their friends in the 
United States Senate refuse to confirm a single 
appointment of President Cieveland until the 
Democrats quit considermg Dakota’s requests 
from asolely partisan standpoint. It is believed 
that if the Republican Senators should present 
such an aiternative as that suggested above 
South Dakota would receive just treatment in 
short order. Dakota Kepublicans look to the 
leaders of their party in Congress to do every- 
thing possible tor the Statehood cause, and 
they can see no good reason why the Senate 
should not resort to coercion if che House, in 
defiance of every principle and right, refuses 
to considér Dakota's just claims simply be- 
cause Dakota is heavily Republican. A large 
majority of the Democrats of Dakota are in 
favor of division and immediate admission, 
and will not sympathize with any adverse ac- 
tion taken by their party in Congress. They 
have taken an additional interest in the 
present campaign since the sutject of minority 
representation bas been submitted as an arti- 
cle of the Constitution, te be voted upon sep- 
arately at the coming election. 

Members of the Republican Central Commit- 
tee living south of the forty-sixth parallel 
will meet here tomorrow and will decide upon 
plans for the coming campaign, and the State 
OCenvention is likely to be calied to meet at 
Huron Oct. 14. An offer of fusion with Demo- 
crats may be made, so as to make the election 
non-partisan. In that case the Democratic 
State Convention will doubtless be called for 
the same time and place. The Republican 
committee may, however, decide to draw party 
lines so as to bring out as tull a vote as possi- 
ble. Candidates are not very numerous yet, 
but many are expected to become visible in a 
very few days. Judging from surface indica- 
tions, there will be plenty of competition for 
the offices to be filled.

The meeting of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee at the Hoffman House this evening drew 
together all the local politicians of both 
branches.of the De „ besides a good 
sprinkiing of Republicans, who were curious 
to watch the movements of their opponents in 
a search for a candidate to fill the second place 
on their ticket.

He fh- 
sisted that he was not pressing his claims tor 
a place ou the ticket, but had come on in re- 
sponse to a call from his old army friends. The 
preference both of the State Committee and of 
outsiders appeared to be decidedly in favor of 
Gen. Slocum, if he could be induced to accept, 
but it was not generally believed that he could 
be prevailed upon after the empbatic manner 
in which he declined the honor at 


But it was decided to try the experiment, and. 


the meeting of the State Committee, 
which had deen called for 7:30 p. m., 
was postponed until a committee which had 
been sent to Brooklyn to sound Gen. Slocum 
should return. It was 8:30 o'clock before the 
committee returned with the news that the 
Generai was in Newtown, N. J., and would not 
be home until Wednesday. Thereupon the 
State Committee went into session, ail the 
members present except four, who were repre- 
sented by proxies. John O’Brien of Dutchess 
was elected Permanent Chairman. The com- 
mittee then adjourned until 12 m. tomorrow to 
uwait tne decision of Gen. Slocum on accept- 
im the nomination for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor. His most intimate acquaintances 
who were at the Hoffman House 
this evening were confident that 
he could not accept under any circumstances 
or any conditions. In that event it was the 
prevailing opinion that William E. Smith of 
Piattsburg, the law partner of Smith M. Weed, 
and Chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the State Committee durmg the last Presiden- 
tial campaign, would be selected to fill the va- 
ecancy. Gov. Hill informed a gentleman that 
he saw and talked with Gen. Slocum this after- 
noon, but on being asked whether the General 
would consent to be a candidate for the vacant 
place on the ticket the Governor replied by a 
smile that was “childlike and bland,“ but 
without significance.

The lease expired July 1, and when I took the 
new award to him [it was higher than the 
previous one] he, in an indifferent way, re- 
fused to sign it, saying that he had 
some time before assigned his interest 
to another party named Cherry. Meantime no 
rental has been collected from Schlesinger & 
Mayer, for the reason that they dealt with Pike 
enthely, and matters in that direction have 
been at a standstill with us. 1 
had quite a hunt for the man

Hill in the way in which this is done in 
the first paragraph; but the praise of peo- 
ple who do pot besitate in defending Hubs 
census-war may not be considered worth much.

MR. CLEWS’ KEYNOTE BOR THE 
BANKERS. 

Mr. Henry Clews’ circular letter to all the 
banks sounded the keynote for a combined 
opposition to the Warner plan for a com- 
promise on the silver question. Oddly 
enough, Mr. Clews does not propose any 
methods to convince the people that it would 
be prudent to place the coinage of silver on 
such a basis that it would have no tendency 
to drive out gold, but contents himself with 
issuing a Wall street bull. He pays no at- 
tention to public sentiment in regard to the 
matter, but with oracular wisdom resolves 
himself into a constitutional expounder, like 
Daniel Webster, and declares that Warner’s 
proposed plan would be unconstitutional and 
absolutely void, for the alleged reason that 
Congress could rot make the silver certif- 
cates a legal tender in certain cases, and if it 
attempted to do so the Supreme Court would 
„ instantly prohibit”? such action. 

Mr. Clews has not been regarded as a 
great authority on constitutional law, and it 
is quite possible that his keynote for the 
banks will not at once silence all debate. 
The doctrine he sets forth was very popular 
with the goldites ten or fifteen years ago, 
but it has not been promulgated very exten- 
sively of late. Is it possible that Mr. Clews 
does not understand that he is attempting to 
resurrect adead and buried doctrine whose 
epitaph was furnished by the Supreme Court 
in the noted case of Julliard vs. Greenman? 

Mr. Clews in his cireular letter declares 
explicitly that if Congress should attempt to 
make the silver certificates a legal tender in 
certain cases, in accordance with the Warner 
plan, the Supreme Court would instantly 
prohibit ” such action. This is a shocking 
exhibition of ignorance in a man who pro- 
fesses to understand what the Supremé 
Court has decided. He continues: That 
„court has repeatedly declared that Con- 
„ gress has no power to make paper money 
en legal tender, and it has justified the in- 
‘vesting of United States notes with that 
quality only on the pleaof exigent ne- 
** cessities of war.” Now let Mr. Clews 
turn to the last legal-tender case before the 
Supreme Court, that of Julliard vs. Green- 
man, and he will learn that eight of the nine 
Judges agreed in deciding just the contrary, 
the opinion being delivered by Justice Gray 
of Massachusetts, and Field of California 
alone dissenting. The court said in so many 
words that “in war or in peace” the ques- 
tion of making paper money a legal tender 
was a political one, to de ‘decided by the peo- 
ple through Congress, agd when so passed 
upon it was not to be judicially reviewed by 
the courts. The management of National 
finances was declared a matter of policy to be 
determined by Congress and not by the 
courts. Speaking “ory Justice Gray, the 
court said: 


The power to make the notes of the Govern- 
ment a iewal tender in thé payment of private 
debts being one of the powers belonging to 
sovereignty in other civilized nations, and not 
expressly withheld from Congress by the Con- 
stitution, we are irresistibly impelled to the 
conciusion that the impressing upon Treasury 
notes of the United States of the quality of be- 
ing a legal tender in the payment of private 
debts is an appropriate means, conducive and 
plainly adapted to the undoubted power of 
Congress, consistent with the letter and spirit 
of the Conatitution, and therefore within the 
meaning of that instrument. necessary and 
proper for carryg into execution the powers 
vested in the Government of the United States. 


Much as the goldites may be angered 


‘by this decision they will be unable to 


question its logic. The United States be- 
ing a supreme National Government has as 
a necessary part of its sovereign power the 
authority to establish and maintain a Na- 
tional currency by the adoption of whatever 
policy may be deemed best. The theory of 
Mr. Clews that such a power can be exer- 
cised only in time of war was emphatically 
repudiated by the Supreme Court. In sum- 
ming up Justice Gray said: 

Such being our conclusion in matter of law, 
the question whether at any particular time, 
in war or in peace, the exigency is such, by 
reason of unusual and ‘pressing demands on 
the resources of the Government, or the in- 
adequacy of the supply of gold and silver coin 
to furnish the cufrency needed for the uses of 
the Government and the people, that it is, as 
a matter of fact, wise and expedient to resort 
to this means, is a political question to be de- 
termined by Congress when the question of 
exigency arises, and not a judicial question to 
be afterwards passed upon by the courts. 


This disposes of Mr. Clews and his claim 
that the Supreme Court would instantly 
prohibit” Congress from making silver 
certificates a legal tender. Mr. Clews has 
fallen into the same gross misstatement of 
law that characterized several of the speak- 
ers at the recent Bankers’ Convention. The 
policy which Mr. Clews has sounded as the 
keynote for the combined opposition of the 
banks to the Warner scheme rests simply on 
ignorance of the law. The silver question 
will be disposed of, not by Judges or money- 
changers, but by the people acting through 
their Representatives in Congress, and if the 
bankers expect to influence public opinion 
they must resort to some other means of 
argument than ignorant and groundless 
threats that the Supreme Court will nullify 
the Warner scheme in case it is adopted by 
Congress. 


Tux bull issued against the Warner silver 
scheme by Henry Clews, banker, shows the 
same astonishing ignorance of the law and 
curious incapacity to appreciate public opin- 
ion that were illustrated in the recent Bank- 
ers’ Convention. In the light of these exhibi- 
tions it is simply preposterous to talk about 
‘the ignorance of the people” in regard to 
financial topics. Opinions caught up at ran- 
dom from merchants, farmers, and mechanics 
may display many confused and contradictory 
notions, but it remains true that in any mat- 
ter vitally affecting their welfare the in- 
stinets of the people are immeasurably supe- 
rior as a practical guide to the speculations .

Jon x McLean of the Enquirer doesn't 
like Field-Mafshal Murat Halstead of the Com- 
mercial-Gazette for reasons which the public 
eare nothing about. The former bas dug a 
confidential letter out of Salmon P. Chase's 
private papers written away back nearly a 
quarter of a century ago, in 1863, in which he 
quotes a passage from a soldier's letter down 
the Mississippi severely criticising Gen, Grant's 
slow progress in takmg Vicksburg, and ex- 
pressing gloomy apprehensions of the out 
come. Halstead goes on to indorse the sol- 
dier’s assertions and fears, and indulges in 
slashing comments all round the war horizon. 
In those days the Field-Marshal was a good 
deal younger, and rasher, and sharper-tongued 
than he is now-—-especially when writing to a 
friend in confidence. As he grows older 
he becomes mellower in temper, more 
circumspect in expression, and sounder 
in judgment of men and =ss things. 
This resurrected old letter is chiefly vaiuable 
in showme dow much he has improved in 
thinkmg power since 1863 and deteriorated in 
chirography. Hej thought hastily and erro- 
neously then, but wrote a bold, clear, audacious 
hand, as the Mnquirer’s fac-simile shows. The 
spirit of prophecy was not in the Fieid-Marshal 
when he wrote telling Secretary Chase more 
than he knew about war and strategy. His 
criticisms of the Franco-German war eight or 
ten years later, made right on the battlefield, 
were much sounder. But then he had the ad- 
vantage of seeing and writing from the head- 
quarters of the German army. If he had been 
on Grant's staff or at his headquarters in the 
campaign of 1863 there is little doubt that he 
would have done the General more justice; 
but unfortunately he was 1,000 miles away and 
got his information at second-hand from in- 
competent advisera and iil-informed persons. 
What he says in his private letter to 
Chase reflects and condenses into epigram- 
matic form the cloud of erroneous information 
which environed him at the time (and few 
young men are superior to environments). 
The letter may be prized by the historian of 
the future as giving him a private view of the 
misgivings that existed in many minds at that 
time in regard to Grant’s uitimate success. 
The great General was only then just begin- 
ning to find out himself the kind of military 
stuff he was made of, and nobody else really 
knew at that time. The publication of the 
letter doesn’t seem to disturb the Field-Marshal 
any more than it would Grant if still living. 
When shown the fac-simile letter in Little 
Johnnie's sheet he remarked joculariy: 0, I 
don’t care anything about such things. I 
wrote lots of such letters during the dark days 
of the War, and they would make mighty good 
reading for young people now. I wouldn't 
give 10 cents to suppress all of them. There's 
lots more of the same kind of truck.” 


Very different from the attitude of mug- 
wump newspapers opposing the New York 
State ticket is that of the independent Demo- 
cratic newspaper taking the sams course.

Loxpox, Sept. 28.— [Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. —Tbe Czar continues 
greatly irritated over the Roumellan revolu- 
tion and has summoned an important councii 
to consider tho situation. Among those who 
have been summoned are M. de Giers, the Rus- 
~ pian Foreign Minister, Gen. Ignatieff, and 
Prince Dondoulloff-Korsakoff, the author of 
te Bulgarian Constitution. M. de Giers was 
- ordered last Saturday to meet the Czar at 
Copenhagen and another dispatch was sent to 
bim today to hasten his movements. Gen. 
Ignatieff and Priuce Dondoulloff-Korsakof, 
who are in Central Asia, have been directed to 
ed to St. Petersburg to await the return 

of the Czar to the Capital. These preparations 
have a somewhat ominous ap ce, but the 
feeling in all the Capitals of Europe is still op- 
timistic, and no one seriously expects war as an 
immediate result ot the Roumelian incident. 
Lord Salisbury, Mr. Gladstone, the Duke ot 
Argyil, and Mr. W. R. Forster have received 
telegrams from Roumelians entreating them 
to recognize the union of Roumelia and Bul- 
Faria. The Porte is anxious to treat immedt- 
ately with Sir H. D. Wolff. The latter has 
therefore postponed his departure for Kgypt. 
Prince Bismarck being opposed to a formal 
conference of the Powers on the Roumelian 
question, Lord Salisbury has agreed that the 
seope of the proposed meeting ot Ambassadors 


oe at Constantinople be limited to an exchange of 


views on the question at issue, without any 
formal voting and without the drawing up of 
any protocols. Lord Salisbury bas instructed the 
British Ministers at Belgrade, Bucharest, and 
Athens to urge the respective Governments to 
which they are accredited to refrain from 
action in connection with the Roumelian revo 


lution. M. Waddimgton, in an interview unn 


Lord Salisbury, said that M. de Freycinet, the 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs, would co- 
operate in limiting the revolution to Roumelia. 
The King of Roumania, in receivmg Ahmed 
Via. the new Turkish Minister, expressed the 
most amicable sentiments toward Turkey. 
He said be hoped fora peaceful settiement 
of existing difficulties, and mat the Sultan's 
reign would bea long and prosperous one. 
Prinve Alexancer has ordered the civil and 
military authorities on the frontiers of Bul- 
garia and Macedonia to maintain order in their 
respective districts, The populace on botb 
sides of the Balkans are very enthusiastic over 
the union between Bulgaria and Roumelia, and 
numbers of meu have offered to enter the vol- 
unteer service in support of the union. The 
ladies are forming a Red Cross Society ana 
making other preparations for the care of sick 
and wounded soldiers in the event of hostili- 
ties being commenced. 

The military authorities have taken posses- 
sion of the railways throughout Servia, and 
ordinary travel has been stopped. In addition 
to the reserves 60,000 of the Landwehr have 
been called out for active service. 

A dispatch from Varna says that Russian 
officers returning to Russia express the opinion 
that the Bulgariens, although they make good 


soldiers, have no chance of beating the Turks. |

New York, Sept. 28.—[Special.|—Ferdinand 
Ward sent out from nis retreat in Ludlow 
Street Jail this morning a statement which was 
printed in a morning paper to the effect that 


_be bad suffered as long as he intended to suf- 


fer as the scapegoat of otbers; that he had 
furnished, months ago, to Julian T. Davies, the 
receiver of Grant & Ward, a schedule showing 
to whom the $5,000,000 which represents the 
deficit in the assets of tne firm bad gone, and 
that Mr. Davies had suppressed some ot the 
names, and threatening if Mr. Davies or Re- 
ceiver Johnson of the Marine Bank did 


not soon publish the names he would make 
them public. When this statement was shown 
to Receiver Davies he smiled placidiy and ex- 
pressed a desire to make a confidential state- 
ment as far as his duty to the estate of Grant 
& Ward would justify him in doing so. “After 
the failure of Grant & Ward in May, 1884,"’ 
said Mr. Davies, 1 furnished to Mr. Ward the 
books and papersof the firm to enabie him to 
prepare a schedule of its. assets and 
liabilities. He prepared such a schedule, 
and sent it to Receiver Johnson of 
the Marine Bank, who courteously furnished 
me with a copy. In this schedule or state- 
ment Appeared the names of the ten or twelve 
gentiemen who bave received money from the 
firm of Grant & Ward whose names bave not 
been made public. They were private gen- 
tlemen, not one of whom ever held a pubic 
position, and some of them are now dead, 
and therefore unable to make explana- 
tions for themselves. The entire amount 
of their combined so-called profits does not 
exceed $130,000, and this certainly does not 
account for the $5,000,000 deficit in the ac- 
counts of Grant & Ward. Of the $130,000, 
$40,000 is set down as losses on stock account, 
aud the balance is for discounts allowed on 
notes of Grant & Warc, which were purchased 
by the gentlemen whose names have not been 
mentioned, and which Ward creditea to them 
as ‘profits.’ How the accounts of these gen- 
tlemen will stand after allowing to them as an 
offset the amount which they loaned to the 
firm, I don't know.“ 

Are you willing to make public the names 
of the men who thus discounted the paper of 
Grant & Ward and are charged by Ward with 
receiving ‘profits’ on their discounts?" asked 
the reporter. 

1 don't think that I have any right to do 
that for two reasons.“ was the answer. 1 
am unwilling to accépt Ward’s statements in re- 
gard to these alieged profits without verifica- 
tion, and I have no way to verify them. Again, 
I don't see that the publication of the names 
would benefit in any manner the estate of 
which I am the trustee. Some of the men are 
dead and therefore unable to say a word in 
their own defeuse. It seems to me wiser 
that I should not make their business public. 
If Ward is willing to take the responsibility of 
doing it, that is his lookout. I could not pre- 
vent it if.{ would, and if I could I don't see 
—_ I would have any right to interfere with 

m. 

Receiver Johnson of the Marine Bank was 
very indignant when the threats of Ward were 
brought to his notice, “There are his 


schedules,” he said, pointing to a pile of fools- 
» Cap about three inches bigh which lay on the 


floor in a corner of his office. “They con- 
tained the statements already published, and 
the names of some men who discounted notes 
for Grant & Ward, paying in good money for 
worthless paper. Ward would issue a note 
in the name of his firm for $10,000, 
discount it for $8,000, which he would 
divide up between himself and Warner, 
and now he puts down the $2,000 discount as 
profits.“ and wants to drag respectable men 
down into the mire with him. If you really 
want to find the missing $5,000,000 you don’t 


want to look for the men who were foolish | 


enough to discount Ward's notes. You want 
to look for Warner and the men with whom 
Ward divided the spoils. You will have hard 
work to find them, though, for even a subpena 
has been unable to find them.” 

Ferdinand Ward smiled when the statements 
of Mesers. Davies and Johnson were read to him. 
Taking a simple sheet of foolscap out of his 
pocket, he said: “I have here the names of 
twenty-nine men who absorbed the entire 
$6,000,000 missing from the assets of Grant & 
Ward. It is not my desire to throw mud. on 
anybody, but I am tired of being hounded and 
pointed at as the man who has all this money. 
I went down-town to see my counsel today in 
regard to making my statement public, 
but they were out of town. I Shall 
certainly publish the names as soon as my 
counsel will permit, unless Mr. Davies or Mr. 
Johnson does it in justice. 1 don't mean to 
say that the moneys which these men re- 
ceived were in each case individual prof- 
its, but if I pay a man $1,000 for 

loan he receives the money just 
the same, whether his loan is paid or not. I 
only want to show where the money of Grant 
& Ward went to, and I can show that and prove 
thy statements.“ 

“Have you checks or receipts to represent 
the entire 85.000. 000?“ asked the reporter. 

Joan show all the checks,"’ was the answer, 
but probably some of the receipts are lost. 
That often bappens, you know. Some of the 
claims on these notes have not been presented, 
so that I can’t tell the entire amount that the 
firm owes, but I do know the rate of 
interest which we paid to every man and I 
claim that the discount which we thus gave on 
our paper is as much to be counted in account- 
ing for the deficiency in our assets: as any 
other claim which we paid. I don’t want, 
said Mr. Ward, as he bowed finally to the re- 
porter, “to try to evade any responsibility 
that I may have incurred, but I object to be- 
ing made a scapegoat any longer in this busi- 
ness, and if those who know the facts will not 
do me justice I mean to do a little bit of it to- 
ward myself.“ 

In an interview in regard to Ward’s state- 
ments with reference to himself, Mayor Grace 
said that he never loaned the firm of Grant & 
Ward any money, but bought their paper for 
what it appeared to be worth in the market, 
and never took any of their notes with- 
out Mr. Fish's indorsement. Mr. Fish 
represented to him that he was worth 
61.000, 0 00 outside of the bank. The 
Mayor says he never heard of any Govern- 
ment contracts. In his statement Ward ac- 
cuses Mayor Grace of having made $100,000 
out of Grant & Ward, discounting their notes 
at 5 per cent, and receiving in addition $1,000 
profit on every $10,000 advanced, and that he 
still heid $50,000 of the firm’s notes.

NO CASE AGAINST THE DOCTOR. 


MISS FULLER FAITS TO SUBSTANTIATE HER 
STORY OF URIMINAL ASSAULT, 

Justice Lyon was occupied yesterday after- 
noon hearing the case of Ezrean Fuller, who 
charged Dr. S. C. De Veney of No. 2642 Indi- 
ann avenue with criminal assault, while 
she was under his professional care. 
The alleged assault took place May 9 of the 
present year and in June a civil suit was 
brought against the doctor. No criminal

ago. The prosecution was represented by 
City-Prosecutor M. K. M. Wallace and the de- 
tense by A. 8. Trude and W. O, Robinson. 

Miss Fuller stated that she was 27 years 
old, and firat consulted Dr. De Veney for 
catarrb last spring. At bis suggestion she 
received local treatment, and the alleged as- 
sault was committed in bis office after she had 
been undergoing this treatment for some time. 
The circumstanees as described by her were 
quite peculiar. She said she did not scream or 
make any resistance because she was in a 
strange mental condition, though she had not 
taken any drugs that she was aware of, She 
bad told the story to Mr. Bry, a neighborhood 
druggist, and had dy im been offered 
$500 on behalf of Dr. De Veney to bush up the 
matter and leave the city. She had gone back 
to Dr. De Veney’‘s office onee after the alleged 
occurrence in order to accuse’’ him, and 
had had a stormy interview, in which he 
pleaded for hie family, etc. She might have 
received treatment oa that ocoasion. She bad 
not told ber mother about it fora week. Miss 
Fuller also volunteered the tnformation that 
had it been a villain in ‘an alley who 
assaulted her for her own reputation 
she would have let him go, but when a doctor, 
who boasted of bis reputation, took advantage 
of ber she would prosecute him to the deatn, 

Mrs. Fuller, the mother of the girl, testified 
in regard to an interview with Dr. De Veney at 
her apartments, No. 2208 Wabash ave- 
nue, in which she described him as 
having “a limp, sky-blue appear- 
ance,”” and other evidences of what she 
thought was guilt. She told him she would see 
the wrong to her daughter revenged if ghe 
walked on her knees. At her daughter's re- 
quest she left the room and went into another, 
but took pains to see and hear all that was go- 
ing on. On the occasion of her daughter's first 
visit to Dr. De Veney's office she bad gone 
along. Some questions put to both Miss and 
Mrs. Fuller about their occapation, former oc- 
currences, and the like were answered in the 
negative, 

r. D. A. X. Steele, called by the prosecu- 


tion, testified to the woman's coming to him 


and reciting the details of the alieged assault, 
and to his reasons for believing it very tmprob- 
able that such an assault had been committed. 

Dr. De Veney, after swearing point blank to 
the falsity of the charge, told how the mother 
came to bim and asked that be give 
her daughter medical attention, desorib- 
ing her as “a odbeavutiful girl of 19 
with snapping black eyes and dark 
trosses. He sad insisted om the mother com- 
mg with the girl, which she did several times. 
He became suspicious of the girl's actions, and 
therefore took pains to discourage. her from 
coming. The day the alleged assault was said 
to have been committed hedid not give her 
case two minutes’ attention. He was using his 
dining-room for an office and people were 
not ten feet away. She came to 
his office at least twice 
May 9. She had also taken pains to tell bim 
how often she was alone, and bad related al- 
leged attempts at assault by her painting 
master and another man, in each instance she 
having repelled the advances three times. 


| When Dr. Fry told him the statements the girl 


was making he went to her mother’s apart- 
ments to tell them they 1 had a bad 
reputation for blackmailing and he could not 
be made a victim. On tnat occasion Miss Fuller 
put out her band, saying. Doctor, don't you 
love me? Won't you care for me?“ He toid 
her no, and left. 

Ella Lambert and Mary Kennedy, domestics 
at Dr. De Vener's, explained the position of 
the doctor’s office at the time, with a door 
opening into the kitchen where they both were. 
They had seen the girl in the office while 
taking a table away. Dr. De  Veney 
had come in from downp-town and had 
not been in the office three minutes before he 
went away again, leaving instructions with 
them for any patients who called. They both 
testified as to the impossibility of anything 
unusual taking place without their knowledge. 

The case was cut short at this point by Jus- 
tice Lyon, who said unless the prosecution 
had very strong rebuttal evidence he 
did not want to hear any more 
testimony. He saw no need of argument and 
the counsel on both sides agreed with him. 
Justice Lyon then said: From all the testi- 
mony there is but one thing for me to do. If 
this sort of evidence was allowed to prevail no

On this accoufit it was resolved 
that the holders of stock on which the 
proxies were voted should be com- 
municated with in order to ratify these 
votes.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 28.—|Special.]— 
Four members of the National Board of Man- 
agers of Homes for Disabled Soldiers—Gen. 
Franklin, Col. Harris, Gen. McMahon, and Maj. 
Fulton—arrived in the city this morning for 
the purpose of making their regular quarterly 
inspection of the Soldiers’ Home near this city, 
immediately proceeding to that institution. 
Attention was first given to looking over the 
buildings and grounds, after which the board 
listened to complaints which inmates of the in- 
stitution might desire to make.

These rates are on cargoes shipped in A vessels. 
Add 30 per cent on B1 vessels. Shippers will 
possibly manifest some surprise when they notice 
that the new tariff is nearly 100 per cent higher 
than present rates, and the owners of vessels rat- 
ing below A 2½ will also note, with no little 
chagrin, that the underwriters have practically 
shut them out of the grain-carrying trade by mak- 
ing @ greater discrimination in favor of A vessels 
than was ever known before. The underwriters, 
however, clam that the rates are based 
on past experience and are no higher 
than the additional risks of autumn navi- 
gation warrant. Concerning the discrimination 
against Bl sail and steam craft, they say that it was 
made with a view of discouraging, s0 far as possi- 
ble. the carrying of grainin low grade bottoms. 
Several prominent companies are refusing grain- 
cargo risks on all vessels rating below A2 and 
valued at less than $15,000. This is done for seif- 
protection in the case of a loss that comes under 
the head of general average. So far the com- 
panies engaged in exclusive cargo underwriting 
pave been unusually fortunate, as but few large 
losses have occurred on cargoes as compared with 
the two preceding seasons. The hull underwriters 
are not so well of. At the beginning of 
the season they had formed a pool that included 
every company engaged in hul! underwriting, and 
a higher scale of rates was adopted than most ves- 
sel-owners were willing to pay. The result was 
that a large percentage of the lake fleet was not in- 
sured. Consequently the pool has received in pre- 
miums but a little more than one-half the amount 
earned last year, and it is claimed by those who 
are in position to know that the premiums have al- 
ready been eaten up by the losses. Some vessel- 
owners who declined to insure their boats this year 
have kept track of the disasters, and note with 
considerable satisfaction that a majority of the 
losses have falien on the pool, while the uninsured 
craft, with a few exceptions, have so far managed 
to elude the wrath of the elements, 


FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS. 


There was a little inqulry for vesselroom yester- 
day, but notwithstanding the limited offering of 
tonnage, shippers refused to pay more than 1 
cents on corn or 13g cents on wheat to Buffalo. 
Carriers asked M cent-above those rates. The pro- 
peller line agents picked up several small lots yr 
the prop Gordon Campbell was reported for 47,000 
bushels of corn to Erie. Outside of the line-boats 
the only charter reported was the prop J. W. West- 
cott for 26,000 bushels of corn to Kingston at 30 
cents. Lumber freights were dull at unchanged 
rates. The demoralization of lake freights is be- 
coming more serious every day. In order to with- 
stand the unwholesome competition of all-rail 
rates the transportation companies trading be- 
tween Duluth and Buffalo have reduced the rates 
on flour and grain from Duluth throughto New 
York to 12 cents per 100 pounds, a cut of 3 cents.

‘The answers, in numerous cases, take a rather 
wide range, and seem to have been given under 
an impression that the question at issue before 
the public was notso much whether the current 
coinage of silver dollars should be suspended 
as the more general question whether the use 
of silver as a currency should be resisted. It 


js hardly necessary to say that this conception . 


of the issue is a mistaken one. Within recent 
years, even among those most decidedly op- 
posed to the Bland act, it has been conceded 
almost universally that silver must be retained 
as a part of our currency system, but under an 
international arrangement which would impart 
a stable vaiue to silver bullion; and its con- 
tinued coinage has been opposed principally 
because it prevented the sentisation of such 


conditions. 

So tar as the answers to Tux TrRiIsune relate 
to this supposed indiscriminate war against 
Silver, they, ia a very large majority of cases, 
favor the continued use of silver codrdinately 

with gold, but at the same time are generally 
opposed to the indiscriminate comage made 
compulsory under the Silver act. Where the 
answers are directly upon the qustion whether 
the present coinage should be continued or 
stopped, they are remarkably unanimous in 
favor of suspension, in some cases temporarily, 
but in most indefinitly. The answers gener- 
ally show an intelligent comprebension of the 
question; and while they exhibit a condition 
of opinion emphatically averse to the single 
gold standard, they discriminate in favor of 
using silver under such conditions as will pre- 
vent an oversupply of the siiver dollar an 
give it stability of value. The instances in 
which the continuance of the Bland act is fa- 
vored are remarkably rare. indeed, there is 
little in these results of some 400 interviews 
that a reasonable opvonent of the current coin- 
age couid dissent from; and, upon the whole, 
we should conciude from this testimony that 
the average sentiment in the Western and 
Southern States does not differ materially from 
that which prevails in the Middle and Eastern 
States. Certainly these interviews reveal none 
of that urgent clamor for the perpetuation of 
the Silver act that bas been supposed to exist 
in those sections, and which politicians and par- 
tisan journals are wont to cite as a warrant for 
their adherence to tlie silver interest. The an- 
swers, however, do reveal a widespread mis- 
conception of what public opinion in other sec- 
tions demands in respect to this issue. In fact, 
it would appear that the West and South 
are as much mistaken in supposing that the East 
is unqualifiediy bostile to silver, as is the East in 
imagining that the West and South are wildly 
and indiscriminately in favor of the Bland act. 
These misconceptions are very unfortunate; 
for their effect is to create a hostile attitude 
between the sections upon a question on 
which they seem to be virtually agreed. Po- 
litical leaders follow the feeling rather than 
the facts; and hence political action on the 
question fails to represent public opinion, and 
the evil of an unwise coinage is continued 
against the actual wisdes of the people. It is 
to the last degree -desirabie that the West 
should be given to understand that a mere hand-

" that 1s asked is that, by repealing the Silver 


Bt act, we should at the same time stop a coinage

: All sections would unite upon a platform 
of this character. 

While the East as decidedly favors the double 
standard as the West or the South does, it sees 
no inconsistency between such an attitude and 
taking very decisive measures for compelling 
the monometallic countries to unite with other 
nations in a compact that will give the double 
standard the necessary basis of stability and 
endurance. The doubie standard cannot be 
maintained by the action of any single nation; 
from its nature it must rest upon a broad, con- 
ventional basis; and the international codpera- 
tion must embrace a concert of nations suffi- 
cient to control the exchanges of the world. 
The only difference between the East and the 
West nas been that, while the former has fa- 
vored permitting our product of builion to go 
direct to the European market and thereby 
compelling Europe to stay its depreciation by 
the formation of an international coinage 
union, the West has so far sympathised with the 
temporary interest of their near neighbors, the 
miners, as to favor its being hoarded at home, 
thereby artificially supporting its price and 
affording direct encouragement to Europe to 
resist our efforts for an international settle- 
ment. Herein the West has committed a mis- 
take which, if carried much further, would 
ruin the chances for the maiftenance of the 
doubie standard at home and its extension 
abroad. What the Bast now asks is that the 
West and South will correct this blunder by 
demanding the repeal of the Bland act. 
canvass of opinion made so thoroughly by our 
contemporary shows conclusively that those 
sections have become aware of their mistake 
and are prepared to remedy it. Virtually, 
then, there remains little or nothing on which 
the various sections of the country disagree 
on this question. The sooner members of Con- 
gress aud political editors understand this 
change in the situation of public opinion the 
the sooner the first great step towards a 
broader and sounder monetization of silver 
will be won.

No barrel-house ever had a more pungent al- 
cobolic odor than did Justice Prindiville’s 
Court yesterday when the case against four 
gamblers, Thomas Hammond, Frank Brady, 
Frederick M. Finchway, and Alexander Ed- 
meston was called for trial. They were 
charged with conspiracy to obtain money un- 
der false prevences, by John Douohue, a 
saloonkeeper at No. 123 Van Buren street, who 
fell a victim to as old agame as was 
ever played by a professional gambler. 


The sensation of the day was that Finchway, 


although the leading spirit in the affair, turned 
State’s evidence ana aided in the conviction 
of himself and two of bis companiens. Some 
weeks ago he with Edmeston and Hammond 
made up the scheme of going to Donohue’s 
saloon, where, in Finchway’s words, we'll 
get Donobue into a little game of seven-up. 
We'll deal him a few good poker-bands and he 
won't be able to resist the temptation of bet- 
ting. Then we'll fleece him.“ The scheme 
was a good one. Donohue found four eights 
in bis hand. “I’ve got a pretty fair poker- 
hand, be remarked; anybody want to make 
it this hand?“ 
nohway thought he also had a good poker 
band, and accepted a bet of 25 cents to a dollar. 
He took the dollar because he had four nines. 
Giving Donohue a breathimg-spell, Hammond 
ve him four kings. That hand was worth 
$20, be thought, but it wasn’t, because Finch- 
way beld four aces. More hands were dealt 
and bets made, but for some reason Donobue 
could not win. If he beld an ace-full some 
one had fours,“ and if his breath was taken 
away by the possession of tours he was 
knocked almost senseless and bis pocketbook 
emptied by the sight of a royal flush in the 
hands of his opponent. Fiually he drew Ham- 
mond aside. Rather queer I can’t win,“ be 
remarked sententiously. Tes; but I can fix 
it for you. They're robbers, but I know a man 
who can rob them blind. Stand in with your 
money and I'll get the man.“ 

Donobue assented and Hammond moved an 
adjournment to some other place. Brady was 
found and pointed out as the chief of card- 
sharps, and the party went to Meyers’ saloon, 
at the corner of Fifth avenue and Monroe 
street, where @ reguiar game was indulged in. 
The five men played with varying success 

hue got what is vuigarly

„tip by Hammond that the time for heavy 
betting bad arrived. He put $280 in the pot 
as an evidence of his belief that his straight 
fiush could beat anything around the tabie.

I think he was equally 
culpabie, as he went into a scheme with Ham- 
mond to swindle the others.“ 

The three men held will be examined Wednes- 
day next on a charge of having violated the 
State statute prohibiting swindling by cards.

QUEER FACTS ABOUT THE SELF-STYLED M-

They talk about carpet-bag rule in Louisi- 
ana, Mr. Kellogg continued, and waxing earn- 

est, „Why, when the Republicans had the State 
the schools were supported, and they can’t do 
it now; the palice were paid, they can’t do it 
now; the interest on the State debt was paid, 
and they can’t do that now. We had a school 
system through the State something like you 
bave in the North, but it was swept away. 4 
school tax has been levied by the Democrats, 
but the whites will not pay it and are not com- 
pelled toaoso. They say itis to educate the 
blacks, and they ure bitterly opposed to any- 
thing of the kind. The blacks are being edu- 
cated, however, more rapidiy than they imag- 
ine. In almost every neighborhood a 
school is supported by them quietiy in some 
hut, the colored people paying 50 cents or $1 to 
the teacher, who is generaliy a mulatto, and 
who has picked up some education at New 
Orleans or the North. Fifty or sixty thus 
gathered are taught the veriest rudiments of 
reading, and writmg. and ciphering. It is 
astonishing the importance the older colored 
people place on schooling as the means of free- 
ing themselves from their political bondage. 
The old grandmothers prate about it, and the 
parents urge their children forward with an 
eagerness which is almost painful. 

“ The planters are but beginning to awaken to 
the dangers surrounding them from the rapid 
increase in the colored population and the edu- 
cation being carried on. Not the least aign of 
the latter is seen by the planter going over his 
plantation. If he comes on to a group of 
negro children nota book is seen, the books 
bemg hidden in a second. In everything there 
is the same concealment, and the colored peo- 
ple are adepts at secrecy. A great problem is 
coming up before the whites for solution, and 
many who have learned within a year, to their 
surprise, what is going on about than view the 
situation with alarm. But even this rudi- 
mentary education is not allowed in Mississippi 
and Arkansas. A mun can go into those States 
at one end and come out at the other and not 
find a schonl-house. If George William Curtis 
would walk through Mississippi iocog. he 
would fall on his knees and wear them to the 
bone asking for forgiveness. 

„Our people are not mean, they are not 
hypocritical about the negro,”’ Mr. Kellogg 
continued. They do not intend to allow the 
colored people to be eduvated or to vote. They 
know that. there is 20,000 Republican majority 
in Louisiana and admit it, but they frankly say 
it shall not be cast or counted. They have no 
patience with the apologista in the North 
who attempt to defend what is done by deny- 
ing its truthfulness. Northern men like 
Joaquin Miller, who came to New Or- 
leaus to write letters North extolling the 
politics of the South claiming that 
negroes are allowed to vote freely if they wish, 
are the laughing stock of the city and despised 
for it. This Miller was taken out toa poll ia 
the Seventh Ward, the hardest in New Orleans, 
by some jokers to see the negroes vote. Some 
dagos that looked like negroes came up, and 
one of the jokers told him to see political lib- 
erty and tell the North about it. One of the 
judges was so insulted at bearing that negroes 
could vote at his poll that he pulled out his re- 
volver and Miller ran four blocks before he 
stopped. If the North knew a tenth part of 
what is gomg on in the South the indigration 
would be startiing, but there is no way to reach 
the people here. The Associated Press does 
not send anything, the papers with us dare say 
nothing, and correspondents generally live 
in the South and are in sympathy with the 


methods there. If the dishonesty and scoun- 


drelism in public office were half published not 
another word would ever be said about the 
carpet-bag goveroments. Just now ea little bas 
leaked out about the school-iands in Texas, but 
hardly more than a suggestion of the extent of 
has 
been published. I wish above all things that I 
could take an impartial writer through the 
South and bave bim see tor himself if I have 
given the truth about ite political methods.”’
